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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner has found the applicant's arguments 
to be non-persuasive and the examiner maintains the grounds of rejection. It is argued by the applicant that Win or Tewari do not appear to 
disclose an EMBED tag being received by display means of a terminal device and specifying a plug-in of the terminal device configured to 
start authentication to be started at the terminal device. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Tewari discloses that the Secure Streaming 
Plugin (or Plugin) refers to the software component that authenticates the request (i.e. starts authentication) before allowing the delivery of 
the content (0620, lines 5-8). Tewari also discloses that the user is presented with the URL for the stream, which invokes the Secure 
Streaming Plugin (0623, lines 1-5; 0624, lines 1-4; 0626, lines 1-4, 8-10; 0627, lines 1-4; 0672-0674). 
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
